Horticulture and encourage the planting of trees in 
our fair state. Last January, after having tried to 
get the State Horticultural Society, in their meeting 


at Deadwood, by writing and sending circulars to many of them, as well as sending circulars to the Secretary of the 
Deadwood Business Men’s Club to distribute, urging them to appoint a committee to draft a tree Bounty Bill and also 
a State Station Bill and get our State Legislature to enact them into law, but <is I had suggested these things to them, 
or many of them in various ways, several times before, I suspected they would do nothing, so I went after it single 
handed, and with the assistance of Mr. Jacob Parrott, Representative of our county and Mr. Puckett of Brown county, 
(Senator for our and Brown Boanticsyl originated and drafted and after writing 87 letters to Senators and Represent- 
atives, committee-men and fyiends at Pierre that had an influence in our legislature, I succeeded in getting a law passed 
that gives every planter a bdunty of $2.00 on each acre planted, up to 5 acres tor 6 years, or $60.00 for planting and 
earing for 5 acres for 6 year4, or a proportional amount for a few acres. We asked for $3.00 per acre, but could only 
get $2.00, which, I am sure, jis the greatest boon that has come to the horticultural interests of our state for. years, 
and while I did not get credit by the introducers of this bill 1can prove that I did all I claim, and more and will gay 
turther that while some of the newspaper men did much in the way of enlightenment, many of them have t®k- 
en. no notice of this law, so i am going to ask you to help get this pefore the peopie by getting several Of 
these circulars and hand them to some of your most influential, energetic neighbors and your news- 
paper editors, and ask them to publish editorials concerning it.
